Russian General Staff Out­ 


lines Sco pe o f Present 


Operatio ns. 


The Plan o f the Czar’s Fo rces Is 


to Co ntinually Harrass the 


Little Bro wn Men. 


Paris, April 28 .—The St. Petersburg 
correspon den t of the Journ al reports 
th at a Russian subm arin e has sun k a 
Japan ese tran sport which • was con ­ 
voy in g 600 men ¿o Korea an d th at all 
the troops were loaL 


Liao Yan g, April 28 .—The Japan ese 
troops which crossed the Yalu n orth 
of Tchan gdjiou charged, durin g the 
n ight of April 26-27, the Russian posi­ 
tion n ear Lizaven a, a village on the 
M an churian ban k of the Yalu. 
They 
w ere repulsed, but their loss is n ot 
kn own . Two gun boats steam ed up the 
river to the support of the Japan ese, 
when a Russian field battery at Ami- 
san open ed upon them , resultin g in 
a 
duel which lasted for tw en ty m in utes. 
The Russian fire was coo hot an d the 
gun boats were forced to turn an d 
steam out of ran ge. 
The Japan ese 
were facilitated in crossin g by their 
occupation of the Islan d of Sam alin da. 


Irkutsk. Siberia, April 28 .—The Jap­ 
an ese have blown up a portion of the 
railw ay a t K hailar. 


St. 
Petersburg, 
April 
28 .—Disap­ 
poin tm en t prevails in St. Petersburg 
th at n o official dispatches givin g de­ 
tails of the operation s on the Yalu 
river have y et been made public. 
The 
press dispatches are so m eager as to 
becloud rath er than en lighten the peo­ 
ple, who are"hourly aw aitin g n ews. 
The gen eral staff has given out the 
followin g clear statem en t of the situa­ 
tion : 
“Before begin n in g the passage of 
the Yalu the Japan ese eviden tly com­ 
pleted the con cen tration of the arm ies 
alon g the river, comm an ded by Gen ­ 
erals Kuroki an d Oku. 
Each arm y is 
composed of three division s an d three 
reserve brigades. 
The total force Is 
100,000. The R ussian s on the M an chu­ 
rian ban k of the river are in ferior in 
stren gth. 
“ Havin g s perfected 
the 
essen tial 
preparation s, the Japan ese, 
without 
w aste of tim e, commen ced the pas­ 
sage of the river an d the R ussian s re­ 
alized that it would be im possible to 
preven t their crossin g. 
The Japan ese 
fron t ex ten ded from W iju as far as 
Pick Ton g, over eighty miles. 
We 
faced the possibility th at they would 
cross at a score of places an d all we 
could hope was to harrass an d impede 
the crossin g, for every day gain ed en ­ 
abled us to push our preparation s an <J 
brin g up more men . 
“T here are on ly two in stan ces in his­ 
tory where an arm y was un able to 
cross a river—th at of Napoleon at As- 
pern an d th at of Prin ce Eugen e of 
Savoy at Lech. 
Both failed because of 
floods. 
The Yalu proved n o ex ception 
to the established rule. 
“We kn ow th at the Japan ese crossed 
at at least two poin ts. 
T heir first a t­ 
tem pt to force a passage n ear Chan d 
Che Kow, tw en ty miles above W iju, 
n ear Siaopoussikhe, on the Poussikhe, 
a tributary of the Yalu, was un success­ 
ful. 
This is im portan t because a road 
leads from Siaopoussikhe, n ortheast to 
Kwan Tien , which com m an ds on e of 
the roads to Mukden . 
“It is eviden t that the Japan ese de­ 
voted most of their atten tion to cross­ 
in g n ear W iju. 
The river here is 
divided 
In to 
several 
chan n els 
by 
islan ds, the largest of which Is Sama- 
Un do. 
Above an d below W iju the riv­ 
er was bridged at three poin ts. 
“Up the stream n ear Sin diagou the 
Japan ese were watched by a small de­ 
tachm en t of Cossacks, but the en emy 
was practically un opposed. 
At Turen - 
chen , lower down , our outposts direct­ 
ed a fire from a fleld-piece so success­ 
fully that they destroy ed the m oorin gs 
an d wrecked the pon toon s. 
The en ­ 
emy was throw n in to disorder an d suf­ 
fered con siderable loss. 
Still further 
down the stream the Japan ese pro­ 
ceeded to m ake a third attem pt at 
crossin g. 
“We do n ot thin k th at the Japan ese 
will attem pt to lan d at T akushan or 
T atun g Kau n ow th at they have cross­ 
ed the Yalu. 
The object of such lan d* 
In gs has been to cause a diversion so 
I as to en able the Japan ese to cross the 
river. 
T akushan is n ot a good stra t­ 
egic j poin t. 
The road leadin g there­ 
from is bad an d troops could on ly be 
supplied with great difficulty . 


*With regard to future o peratio ns, 
we canno t speak. 
The Russians will 
no t sho w their hand at this stage, but 
will co ntinually harass the enemy , 
cho o sing their o wn time fo r a battle.“ 
A military ex pert who is particu­ 
larly impressed with the Japanese 
cro ssing near Siapo ussikhe, said that 
the use o f the road therefro m wo uld 
en able the en emy no t o nly to march 
upo n Mukden , but to o utflank the Rus­ 
sian position at Fen g 
Kuan Chen g 
No defin ite n ews has been receiv ed 
regardin g 
the whereabo uts 
o f 
the 
Vladivostok squadron , but the indica­ 
tion s are th at it has regained the har­ 
bo r.

railroads. 
The attorney general 
replies that 
"several witnesses refused to produce 
papers and answer question» which 
the commission considered and ruled 
to be germane to the inquiry; where­ 
upon, under the direction of the attor­ 
ney general, proceedings were begun 
la the United States circuit court in 
New York for the purpose of compell­ 
ing the coal companies to produce pa­ 
pers and answer questions. 
"The circuit court dismissed the pe­ 
tition of the interstate commerce cem- 
mission, whereupon an appeal was 
taken by the United States directly to 
the supreme court of the United 
States. 
This appeal was decided in 
favor of the power of the committee 
to compel the production of the testi­ 
mony. and as I am informed, the com­ 
mission is about to renew the hear­ 
ings. which, when completed.
